It passed through the Dail last 
week and was accepted by the sen- 
ate without discussion, 


Is Grand Occasion 

The solemnity of the occasion waa em- 
phasised by Thomas Esmond, who 
Speaking with much emotion, said, “I 
think it is fitting that at thie moment 
the senators should pause and consid- 
er the significance of what we have 
jum done. We have passed the firet 
act by an Irish parliament for one 
‘hundred and twenty three years 

“I think we may all thank provi- 
dence that we have been allowed to 
take part in this work. We have mark- 
ed @ milestone in our nation’s Listory. 
We have done what many generations 
of Irishmen lost their lives in endeay- 
oring to be able to do and may all 
“hank God we have lived to see this 
day,”

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Scrapping The City Charters, 

After all the talk about bringing 
the cities of the province under a 
new ‘‘model’’ city act and what- 
ever expense there may have been 
in gee said model, the meas- 
ure is to go into the waste paper 
basket instead of into the Gattis 
book. The Government submit- 
ted the draft of its propos- 
ed act to the mayors of the cities 
last week for their approval. The 
chief magistrates took just one 
look atit, said they did not like it 
and would not stand for it, and its 
fate was settled. The Government 
dropped it like a hot potato; and 
the Minister of Municipalities has- 
tened to assure the mayors that the 
bill was not intended to be taken 
seriously anyway ; it did not really 
mean what it said, but was only 
offered in hope of getting an ex- 
pression of opinion as to what such 
a measure should contain. It suc- 
ceeded in that beyond any ques- 
tion, at least to the point of bring- 
ing out what the mayors thought 
such a bill should not contain. 
They responded promptly enough 
to suit anybody, and vetoed the 
life out of it. 

Now the Government is to pre- 
pare a draft of another ‘‘model’’ 
civic constitution, calling in the 
solicitors of the cities to help, and 
when this is in shape it will be put 
before the city councils for their 
endorsation before being intro- 
duced to the Legislature. As the 
House is to meet in January the 
chances rather are that the second 
offering will not be ready for leg- 
islative consideration until the ses- 
sion a year hence. 

That prospective delay is more 
to be hoped for than dreaded. 
There is no pressing necessity why 
the present charters of all the cit- 
ies in the province should be torn 
up and a new and uniform consti- 
tution prescribed for them. Cer- 
tainly no necessity urgent enough 
to cause the government to work 
over time in hope of doing in six 
weeks what the ministers have 
not been able to accomplish in 
the last six months, and what sue- 
cessive governments have been 
talking about doing for the last 
six years. The cities are strug- 
gling along under their present 
systems of municipal administra- 
tion about as well as they would be 
at all likely to do under any new 


system that might be imposed up- 
on them for the sake of uniformity | 
and a good deal better than they 
would be at all likely to do under | 
a piece of short order legislation 

In point of fact the cities need 
a ‘‘model’’ charter about as little 
as they need anything. Their pres- 
ent charters have been evolved | 
according to the circumstances of | 
each city and in accord with the} 
trend of thought prevailing among 
the citizens of the individual com- 
munities. They are the product | 
of years of pains-taking effort on | 
the part of men intimately ac-| 
quainted with the local conditions | 
to be met. It is taking a good 
deal for granted to assume that | 
the law clerks of the government, | 
in vollusion with the solicitors 
of the cities can off-hand write out 
a constitution that will be accept 
able to all of them, and as well 
suited to their peculiar individual 
circumstances as those under 
which they at present conduct 
their affairs. 

A ‘‘model’’ act is designed to 
relieve the legislature rather than | 
io benefit the cities. It would, it 
it hoped—free the members of the 
liouse of having to consider a sheaf 
of charter amendments at each 
recurring session from one or 
more of the cities. That, however, 
happens to be what the members 
of the Legislature are paid for. | 
And it is by no means clear that 
they would not be jumping from 
the frying pan into the fire if they 
railroaded through a hastily-con 
structed bill which undertook te 


| minion to show whether they will 


| supposed, being 


establish a common form and 
acope of municipal government in 
all the cities of the province. Judg- 
ing by the Tax Enforcement Act 
and other pieces of provincial leg- 
islation, the chances rather are 
that another special session might 
have to be called about mid-sum- 
mer to legislate the impracticali- 
ties out of the unworkable statute. 
There is another angle to this 
re-making of the city charters 
that should not be lost sight of. If 
the mayors and city councils are 
entitled to have a say in the mat- 
ter, there is another party whose 
interests and rights should not be 
overlooked. The humble but very 
necessary tax-payer is surely en- 
titled to some consideration when 
the proposal is to tear up the leg- 
islative authority under which he 
lives and has his being and to sub- 
stitute for that some other law de- 
signed mainly to suit the conven- 
lence of members of the Legisla- 
ture or the ideas of city officials. 
With all respect, no mayor or city 
council in Alberta has any man- 
date, warrant or excuse to vary a 
clause in a city charter by a phrase 
or a word, nor to authorize any 
such change by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment or Legislature, Much less 
to assént to a wholesale scrapping 
of all the city charters and the es- 
tablishment of some new basis 
for municipal existence drawn up 
on other and unknown lines and 
with no particular reason therefor. 
If there is to be a general renova- 
tion of charters and the establish- 
ment of mechanical uniformity in 
civic government, that should only 
be done after the tax-payers of 
the cities have declared their de- 
sire for the change, and have giv- 
en their express approval of the 
new scheme. That cannot be done 
if a ‘‘model’? bill is rushed to com- 
pletion and ‘‘put over’’ at the 
coming session of the Legislature. 


Service Involves Risk. 


The accident on Saturday even- 
ing is a reminder that some 
branches of the public service in- 
volve risk of life and limb to those 
employed in them. The fireman 
and the policeman partieularly are 
called upon to face injury, and oo- 
casionally death, in the course of 
duty, and they deserve recogni- 
tion for the courage which keeps 
them on the job despite that 
known fact. Without such servicu 
people could not live under civil- 
ized conditions. 


A Canadian Question. 


The Six Nations Indians want 
the Dutch Government to get the 
Teague of Nations to instruct the 
Canadian Government that it has 
no authority over them. They do 
not base their claims to sovereign- 
ty upon Mr. Wilson’s theory of 
self-determination, but, upon the 
fact that their forefathers made | 
treaty with Great Britain as allies | 
—not as subject tribes. The claim | 
is the stronger on that account, | 
and whatever rights are involved 
will have to be respected to the | 
latter. That the League of Nations | 
will have anything to do with the | 
matter is barely possible, but not | 
at all probable. Canada surely 
does not have to call upon Austria 
and Turkey and Siam to instruct 
it in its duty toward the minority 
who represent its original inhabit- 
ants, 


Going It ‘‘On Their Own.’’ 


The last of the British troops 
have left the Free State, and it is 
up to the people of that new Do- 


be more prosperous, happy and 
contented under home rule than 
they were under the old regime. 
That, after all, will be the final 
and practical test of the arrange- 
ment that has been made as a re- 
sult of the longstanding feud. At 
the mament the Free Staters have 
neither home rule nor British rule 
They are under a_ condition of 
more or less prevalent anarchy, 
and the established authority of 
the land is not competent to pro- 
tect their lives, liberty and homes 
This may be a passing phase, born 
of war and war-made prejudices, 
and due to disappear with the 
passing of time and the cooling of 
passions. At least the new Gov- 
ernment has one thing in its favor, 
Conditions during the last few 
years have been about as bad as 
they well could be, and any fur- 
ther change must almost of neces- 
sity be for the better.
